Catholic school district may expand to Didsbury

Canvassers are presently 
going door to door in Didsbury, 
to get a clear picture of how 
many families would send their 
children to a Catholic school in 
Olds. 

It was only a few months ago 
it was announced the Red Deer 
Separate School District 
(RDSSD) would expand to Olds. 
The first ever Olds Catholic 
school is expected to open up 
in Sep. 2005, and it is possible 
this school will include some 
Didsbury students. 


As the RDSSD continues to 
spread into rural areas, 
Chinook’s Edge School Divi¬ 
sion (CESD) is fearing the loss 
of more students. 

“My concern is not a reli¬ 
gious thing,” said CESD Board 
chair, Roy Brassard. “There 
are only a small number of stu¬ 
dents, and if students are bused 
to a Separate school in Olds, 
we are going to be even further 
restricted with offering pro¬ 
grams than we already are.” 

The number of students at¬ 
tending Didsbury schools has 
already been on a steady de¬ 


crease. Since 1999 the student 
population has dropped 20 per¬ 
cent. 

According to Brassard, if 
these students are then divided 
up, we are going to be left with 
two struggling school boards. 

“Another concern I have, is 
that students are going to loose 
their representation,” said 
Brassard. “As a trustee I am here 
to assist students when they 
need it. The representation for 
the Separate School Board is all 
in Red Deer.” 

Brassard feels the ideal solu¬ 
tion would be to have the two 


school boards, Separate and 
Public, share a school. The 
Separate School Board though 
does not agree, they want their 
own school. 

Once the canvassing is com¬ 
plete, a meeting will be held, if 
the numbers show enough in¬ 
terest (quorum) in a Separate 
school. Catholics will be asked 
to vote. If 25 percent of vot¬ 
ers, vote in favour of sending 
their children to the Catholic 
school, it will happen. 

“If this happens programs will 
definitely be affected,” said 
Brassard. “Years ago we wanted 


to offer a French program at the 
schools, but the numbers were just 
too low. The numbers are even 
lower now, and if students go to 
the Separate school, the numbers 
will drop even further. This could 
also create a division within the 
community.” 

Although it is a Catholic school, 
students from a non-catholic fam¬ 
ily can still attend. 

An example of how student 
numbers have dropped, is the new 
high school which is being built 
to accommodate 390 students, com¬ 
pared to the present one which can 
accommodate 540 students. 
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What mayor Moore offers Didsburians 
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Dorothy Moore

Didsbury mayor, Dorothy 
Moore, is planning on running 
for mayor again in October. 
Moore, who is also vice presi¬ 
dent of the Alberta Urban Mu¬ 
nicipalities Association 
(AUMA), offers Didsburians 
some unique benefits. 

"I was elected last fall (2003) 
at two levels, first as director 
for all towns South of Bowden, 
then by all representatives of 
councils for all towns in Al¬ 
berta as the Vice President for 
all of the Towns in Alberta," 
said Moore. "As South Direc¬ 
tor, 1 serve on the AUMA 
Board. As Vice President, I also 
serve on the Executive Commit¬ 
tee of AUMA, representing all 
towns when meeting with the 
Premier, Members of the Leg¬ 
islature and Cabinet Ministers, 
as well as City Councils and 
non-political provincial lead-

In addition to this, Moore 
chairs the AUMA Strategic 
Policy Committee, which is plan¬ 
ning how best to meet the chal¬ 
lenges that municipalities will 
be facing in the future. 

“I also serve on the Infra¬ 
structure Canada Alberta Pro¬ 
gram, which ranks and ap¬ 
proves Federal/Provincial 
project two-third’s funding 
grants for Alberta municipali¬ 
ties,” said Moore. “The 
AAMD&C/AUMA Rural/Urban 
Cost Sharing Task Force that I 
serve on is a committee of rural 
and urban municipalities which 
was formed to provide a report 
and tool kit for municipalities 
regarding shared services which 
will be presented for approval to 
the two municipal organizations 


this fall.” 

This benefits Didsburians. 
because the issues that face 
Didsbury are common to other 
towns in Alberta. 

“It is important to have a 
strong voice advocating for 
town issues,” said Moore. “Cit¬ 
ies have direct access to the 
government. Towns do not 
have this advantage singularly, 
but as a group we have over 
400,000 residents. When we all 
focus on common issues, we are 
listened to.” 

Not paying for policing for 
the latter part of 2004 was just 
a first step on Moore’s agenda 
for a better future for towns. 

All municipalities are asking 
for a New Deal for municipali¬ 
ties that would include provin¬ 
cial and federal fuel tax rebates. 
Sustainable funding is the goal. 

“The education portion of 
your tax bill that the town is 
forced to collect needs to be re¬ 
duced and eventually with¬ 
drawn,” said Moore. “Motion 
501, supporting this direction 
was passed in the Alberta Leg¬ 
islature with wide support. Re¬ 
cent meetings with the Premier 
and the Minister of Municipal 
Affairs provide hope that there 
may be some movement on re¬ 
ducing education property tax. 
Property taxes should then be 
reduced proportionately.” 

With Moore being so in¬ 
volved provincially in Edmon¬ 
ton, concerns could arise that 
it is costing Didsbury money. 
Fortunately, this is not the 
case. 

“It does not cost 
Didsburians one penny,” said 
Moore. “AUMA pays travel and 
expenses and a modest per diem 
rate so that even the smallest 
communities can afford to send 
representatives.” 

Moore does not let her busy 
schedule interfere with her 
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mayor and council responsibili¬ 
ties either. 

“AUMA has a policy that lo¬ 
cal council responsibilities come 
first. I have never missed a 
council meeting and I don't 
serve on council committees, 
just appeal boards,” said 
Moore. “Sometimes my deputy 
mayor or alternate attends lo¬ 
cal events or commission meet¬ 
ings on my behalf, and I attend 
Meet the Taxpayer meetings 
whenever I can. A lot of the 
volunteer time 1 put in at the 
Town is on evenings and week¬ 
ends.” 

Moore believes it is impor¬ 
tant to be represented provin¬ 
cially, because it is a responsi¬ 
bility of a mayor, according to 
the Municipal Government Act, 
to represent the Town to other 
and outside governments. 


“The progress we have made 
and are working on regionally 
and provincially recently is the 
result of alliances and represen¬ 
tation outside our boundaries. 
There is much more that must 
be done for Didsbury’s 
sustainability,” said Moore. 

Looking into the future, 
Moore says the most important 
thing is to be elected by 
Didsburians as mayor on Oc¬ 
tober 18 . 

“The focus and reason for 
the other responsibilities has 
always been the wellbeing of 
Didsbury and then for all 
towns I am responsible to,” 
said Moore. “If I am elected 
mayor, I will run as Director 
for South Towns, and then for 
Vice President for Towns to 
bring our issues forward 
strongly and consistently.”

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New High School Update - part 3

The layout of the school 
you see here is the result of 
many sessions involving the 
Design Team and the archi¬ 
tects. We have tried to pro¬ 
vide the features ranked 
high by people who attended 
the open house on April 
27th. The results of the sur¬ 
vey taken then gave prior¬ 
ity to having an open and 
bright building, a large gym, 
spaces for arts, music, 
drama, and shops, and a 
structured layout. 

The large lot has allowed 
us to put the school on one 
level - a great asset for 
handicap access. The front 
of the school, with its 
curved walls, will face north 
west and be quite close to 
15th Ave.. 

Let’s imagine you are a 
visitor to the school and de¬ 
scribe what you see as you 
come in through the main 
entry top right. The admin¬ 


istration offices and staff 
room area are immediately 
to your right. Having the 
offices by the main entrance 
gives better supervision on 
who is entering and leaving 
the building and provides 
visitors with immediate ac¬ 
cess to staff. To your left is 
the band room. It is spa¬ 
cious, with a high ceiling, 
practice rooms, and easy 
access to the gym for per¬ 
formances. 

As you look straight 
ahead you see the student 
gathering area. It’s ceiling, 
as tall as the gym’s, is lit by 
natural light coming from 
high windows that overlook 
the library roof to the north. 
There are long steps in this 
area where students may sit. 
The raised area created by 
the steps can serve as a 
stage for an audience in the 
gym. Normally there will be 
a moveable wall across here, 
but the idea is to have trans¬ 
parent panels so that any 


activity in the gym can be 
seen from the gathering 
area. 

The entrance to the gym 
is on your left and close to 
the main entrance for avail¬ 
ability by community 
groups in the evening. The 
floor area is 690 sqm which 
gives plenty of room for a 
full size basketball court 
with lots of space around 
the perimeter for spectators 
as well as pull-out bleachers 
on the east wall. The stu¬ 
dent change rooms and the 
phys. ed. office are on the 
west wall with direct access 
into the gym. Students can 
reach the playing fields 
through doors in the south 
east corner. 

The gym and student 
gathering area have the 
highest ceilings, the band 
room, library, and shop, are 
the next highest while the 
rest of the school has the 
same roof height. 

As you head west through 


the student gathering area 
the spacious library of 180 
sqm is on your right. An art 
room and classroom com¬ 
plete the front of the school. 
Ahead of you now is one of 
the two student entrances 
facing 16th st. where buses 
will park. Turn left and you 
look down a long hallway to 
the south where most of the 
classrooms are located. Of 
particular interest are the 
two science labs and farther 
down the foods and fashion 
lab, (home ec.). This latter 
is situated close to the gym 
for those occasions when 
refreshments may need to be 
served to audiences or spec¬ 
tators. 

Below the gym is the fab¬ 
rication lab. (shop). It is 
considerably smaller than 
the present high school shop 
which was designed to hold 
two classes with two teach¬ 
ers. We have to keep in mind 
that in all of these consid¬ 
erations we are designing a 


small high school of 390 stu¬ 
dents with a limit of 4,200 
sqm. That’s modest com¬ 
pared with the present 
building of 5,200 sqm with 
a capacity of 550 students, 
(originally intended for 
grades 7-12). 

The classroom below the 
science labs will probably be 
the main computer centre, but 
with the portability provided by 
the new wireless technology there 
is less need to have computers des¬ 
ignated to one area. 

Next time, I hope to share 
some visuals on how the school 
will look from the outside. Remem¬ 
ber, we are looking for community 
and corporate partnerships in de¬ 
veloping the grounds around the 
school.

MLA Column: 

Report of the MLA Committee on 
Strengthening Alberta’s Role in 
Confederation 


Albertans are innovators 
and builders. We are proud 
Canadians who want our 
concerns heard about the 
way our country operates. 
We understand that we can¬ 
not always get our way on 
national issues, but we de¬ 
serve the right to have our 
say and to have our voices 
taken seriously. 

Between January and 
March of this year, an Al¬ 
berta government MLA 
Committee travelled to a 
dozen communities across 
Alberta - listening to 
Albertans about how to 
make our province stronger 
in Canada. The MLA Com¬ 
mittee on Strengthening Al¬ 
berta’s Role in Confedera¬ 
tion held 13 public forums 
and received more than 700 
submissions from people 
who attended those meet¬ 
ings, as well as those who 
contacted the Committee 
through a web site, e-mails 
and telephone calls. 

The Committee has now 
released a report with 26 
recommendations- Some of 
the recommendations build 
on Alberta government ini¬ 
tiatives already underway 
in Senate reform, health 


care renewal, the Canadian 
Wheat Board monopoly, 
agreements with other prov¬ 
inces, and making sure 
provinces have a say when 
the federal government ne¬ 
gotiates international agree¬ 
ments in areas of provincial 
jurisdiction. 

The MLA Committee on 
Strengthening Alberta’s 
Role in Confederation also 
recommends that the Al¬ 
berta government establish 
a fund for legal challenges 
when the federal govern¬ 
ment intrudes into areas of 
provincial responsibility; 
that an Alberta office be es¬ 
tablished in Ottawa to rep¬ 
resent our concerns directly 
to the federal government; 
and that Alberta work 
closely with the new Coun¬ 
cil of the Federation to bring 
about Senate reform, health 
care renewal, the transfer of 
tax points from the federal 
government to the prov¬ 
inces, and reduced barriers 
to trade within Canada. 

While acknowledging the 
province’s historic ties to 
the RCMP, the Committee 
recommends that a detailed 
study on the costs and ben¬ 
efits of an Alberta police 


service be done before a new 
policing agreement is nego¬ 
tiated with the federal gov¬ 
ernment. 

The Committee also rec¬ 
ommends that Alberta nego¬ 
tiate a tax collection agree¬ 
ment with the federal gov¬ 
ernment that provides our 
province with tax flexibility. 

These are only a few of the 
topics that the MLA Com¬ 
mittee’s report focuses on. 
The recommendations are 
suggestions by the Commit¬ 
tee to the Alberta govern¬ 
ment. They are not govern¬ 
ment policy. Each of the re¬ 
port’s recommendations has 
potential benefits and draw¬ 
backs that will have to be 
carefully considered when 
the government decides 
which recommendations it 
might wish to pursue. The 
task for the Alberta govern¬ 
ment now is to carefully ex¬ 
amine the costs and implica¬ 
tions of the committee’s rec¬ 
ommendations. 

I encourage you to read 
the report for yourself. As 
your MLA, I welcome and en¬ 
courage your feed back on 
the report. The report is 
available on the Government 
of Alberta web site. 
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Catholic School boundaries expanding to Didsbury 


By now many, if not all of 
the residents of Didsbury 
and surrounding area have 
been contacted by repre¬ 
sentatives of the Red Deer 
Catholic School Division, 
which wishes to extend its 
boundaries into Didsbury. I 
am writing today to voice 
my opposition to possible 
expansion, as well as to en¬ 
courage this community to 
carefully consider the conse¬ 
quences if the expansion is 
successful. I am frustrated 
by the possible expansion of 
a Red Deer board into the 
Didsbury area. My concerns 
have little to do with reli¬ 
gion but rather with the edu¬ 
cational integrity of the 
school system. 

If this expansion goes 
ahead, it will mean a de¬ 
clined enrolment in the 
schools, and in turn less op¬ 
portunities for students in 
both school systems. For 
some time now, student en¬ 
rolment in rural Alberta, 
including Didsbury, has been 
declining. Didsbury’s pro¬ 
jected enrolment for Septem¬ 
ber 2004 is 209( less than in 
1999. There are a number of 
reasons for the decline: 
smaller families; migration 
of younger families to the 
city; more people who are 
retiring to small towns do 
not have children, etc. As en¬ 
rolment in our schools de¬ 
clines, the number of class 
options available to our stu¬ 
dents is restricted. Anything 
that further fragments 
those enrolment numbers 
causes an increased negative 
impact. The resulting low 


enrolment then hurts both 
school systems (public and 
separate) when the limited 
financial resources for this 
community must be shared. 
For example, music, drama, 
and band programs as well 
as physical education spe¬ 
cialists will see an impact. 

You should know that if 
the proposed expansion oc¬ 
curs students joining the 
Red Deer system will be 
bused to Olds, where the 
separate division has been 
successful in expanding its 
district. I don’t relish the 
thought of Didsbury stu¬ 
dents spending those addi¬ 
tional hours on the bus go¬ 
ing to and from school. You 
may also be interested to 
know that since there is no 
school available to the Red 
Deer system in Olds, that it 
is not certain where their 
school would be located. In 
Stettler, the separate school 
system is located in a mall. 
In addition, I am not com¬ 
fortable having our students 
represented by someone as 
far away as Red Deer and 
unfamiliar with our commu¬ 
nity and families. 

The potential for separate 
school division expansion 
began with the signing of 
Alberta’s constitution back 
in 1905. The constitution 
provided a right for the mi¬ 
nority faith, either Protes¬ 
tant or Catholic, in a spe¬ 
cific area set out by the 
province, to establish its 
own school. All that is re¬ 
quired is for three people of 
that minority faith (which 
is Catholic in Didsbury) to 


make a request for a school 
formation and assure that 
sufficient numbers are avail¬ 
able. Interestingly, separate 
school expansion was never 
an issue when municipal 
taxes directly supported lo¬ 
cal school divisions. It is 
only since the province be¬ 
gan distributing school taxes 
on a per student basis 
among all school divisions, 
that this has become an is¬ 
sue. Now that each child car¬ 
ries with them a dollar 
value, school division expan¬ 
sion has become financially 
attractive. 

Recently, the separate sys¬ 
tem has been allowed to ex¬ 
pand its boundaries and take 
in additional students. Since 
these students are not 
“new” to the area, they must 
be drawn from the present 
system. As this happens, 
there is further fragmenta¬ 
tion of the enrolment num¬ 
bers that I referred to ear¬ 
lier. I don’t believe this to 
be in the best educational 
interests of any of 
Didsbury’s students. Nor do 
I believe such a divisive ac¬ 
tion to be positive for the 
Didsbury community. 

If the expansion were to 
occur, I would like the en¬ 
tire issue to be put to a com¬ 
munity discussion. That 
way, we all could have a say 
in a decision that will affect 
all of the students in 
Didsbury. However, under 
the School Act, the faith 
community alone, many of 
whom will not even have 
children in the system, will 
make the decision.

The Council of Mountain View County proposes a bylaw to amend the Land Use Bylaw 
No. 55/95 in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Government Act. The 
proposed amendment is as follows: 

Bylaw No.: 45/04 The intent of this Bylaw is to undertake a number of textual amendments 
to Land Use bylaw No. 55/95 that include amendment to the following definitions: “Better 
Agricultural Land”, “Home Occupation” and “Contractor's Business”; to amend Section 
28( I) Home Occupation, Farm Subsidiary Occupations and Contractors Business and address outside storage 
and number of employees; to delete Section 29 Intensive Livestock Operations and replace with a new 
section Intensive Livestock Operations (Confined Feeding Operation); to update Section 38(3) and 37(2) 
addressing sour gas setback requirements in accordance with the Alberta Energy and Utilities Board; to 
amend Section 38(6) addressing subdivision on good agricultural land; and add Trailnet and/or linear park as 
a discretionary use within the Recreational Facility District “RF". 

Beginning at 1:00 p.m. on Wednesday, September 15, 2004, Council will hold a public hearing regarding the 
above Land Use By-law amendment. The public hearing will be held in the Council Chambers. Didsbury, 
Alberta. 

Any person or persons presenting their views to the Council of Mountain View County at the Public Hearing 
.to be held in connection with the proposed amendment to the Land Use Bylaw shall state their name, location 
of residence and whether they are speaking on their own behalf or for a group. Presentations are limited to 
five minutes; a request for additional time may be made. Only one presentation per person or group is 
allowed, with the exception of the applicant. 

Any person or persons wishing to submit their views in writing to the Council may do so provided the 
statement reaches the County Office, Didsbury. Alberta, not later than 12:00 o’clock noon, Monday, 
Septemberl3, 2004. All letters must contain the address of the writer(s). 

A copy of the above Land Use Bylaw amendment may be inspected at the County Office at 1601 - 15th 
Avenue, Didsbury, Alberta between the hours of 8:00 a m. and 4:00 p.m.. Monday to Friday, excepting 
statutory holidays. Anyone wishing to see a copy of our public hearing procedures may contact the County 
Office.

Building committee receives extension

Mountain View County’s 
Building Committee was un¬ 
prepared to bring final modi¬ 
fications that would bring 
their new administration 
building in as budgeted, 
Aug. 25. 

Meetings to discuss modi¬ 
fications will take longer 
than expected, said Council¬ 
lor and Building Committee 
member Charlie Van Arnam. 

At a special meeting, 
Aug. 11, council was in¬ 
formed current designs for 
the building would cost 
$1.13 million more than the 
budgeted amount, originally 
set at $5.6 million. 

The building committee 
was directed by council to 
meet with Dawson and 
Wallace Construction Com¬ 
pany to explore options that 
would bring the price of the 


building within budget. 

“We have made extensive 
progress at bringing the 
building in on budget, but 
we are not complete,” said 
Van Arnam adding price es¬ 
timates for mechanical de¬ 
signs were holding up the 
process. 

“I know we need to com¬ 
plete this soon, but doing it 
right is more important.” 

Van Arnam went on to 
say, had council avoided all 
the delay, this same building 
would have cost much less 
one year ago. 

“Had this happened one 
year ago, all this would have 
been avoided.” 

Van Arnam asked for and 
received two more weeks to 
finalize plans. He suggested 
a special meeting would be 
called at that time. 

Councillor Pat James re¬ 
quested council be brought

helping the hungry

Imagine putting your chil¬ 
dren to bed without supper be¬ 
cause you had nothing to offer 
them to eat. Imagine using the 
last of your flour to bake a loaf 
of bread and not knowing where 
you’d get any for tomorrow. 

All over the world, people are 
living with that reality. World¬ 
wide, 842 million people are 
chronically undernourished. In 
most cases, these individuals are 
victims of circumstances beyond 
their control - war, national dis¬ 
asters, disease, poor economy, 
etc. The Canadian Foodgrains 
Bank (CFGB) is working with 
Canadians to gather resources 
(money, grain, and agricultural 
commodities) to provide relief for 
people in crisis. 

There are three growing 
projects in the Didsbury area, 
the Rosebud Community Grow¬ 
ing project, the Didsbury Grow¬ 
ing project and the Bergthal 
Mennonite Growing project. 
Each of these projects has the 
same goal, to help the hungry 
through grain. 

Donated grain provides food 
for people in emergency situa¬ 
tions and is used as payment for 
work on community develop¬ 
ment projects designed to im¬ 
prove local food self-sufficiency, 
such as irrigation canals, fish 
ponds and water wells. Cash 
donations are used to purchase 
additional food, assist with 
transportation, or to buy and 
distribute local seeds and tools 
so families can plant a new crop 
following drought, flooding or 
conflict. 

In many areas of Canada, 
communities rally together to 
raise resources for the 
Foodgrains Bank, such as here 
in Didsbury. Community grow¬ 
ing projects select a portion of 
land which they plant and har¬ 
vest and donate the proceeds to 
the Foodgrains Bank. Other 
communities are finding unique 
opportunities for fund-raising 
such as corn mazes, garden 
tours, harvest celebrations, cat¬ 
tle auctions, and community 
sales. 

The Didsbury growing 
project is the largest in the area, 
with 125 acres of canola, fol¬ 
lowed by the Rosebud with 110 
acres of timothy hay, and the 
Bergthal Mennonite with 80 
acres of barley. 


This is the seventh year for 
the Bergthal Mennonite grow¬ 
ing project. 

“We get a lot of help from vol¬ 
unteers,” said Eric Goerzen, 
Bergthal Mennonite growing 
project organizer. “We want to 
involve the community as much 
as possible. They help us plant, 
spray, and harvest.” 

The group is planning on 
swathing their barley next week. 

“I was involved in the Cana¬ 
dian Food Grain Bank for many 
years, and my father was in¬ 
volved for many years before 
that,” said Goerzen. “I wanted 
to get more hands on involve¬ 
ment, then some land became 
available.”

Donations can also be made 
through the Bergthal 
Mennonite church. 

This project is located be¬ 
tween Carstairs and Didsbury. 

Where are the resources be¬ 
ing used? Here are a few of the 
examples of projects the 
Foodgrains Bank is pursuing or 
has completed recently. 

Sudan 

In Sudan, more than 1 mil¬ 
lion villagers have abandoned 
their homes as warring militia 
wreak destruction and terror. 
Many families are now living in 
overcrowded camps and are in 
desperate need of aid. Canadian 
Foodgrains Bank has sent a del¬ 
egation of people, consisting of 
the executive director and rep¬ 
resentatives of three of our mem¬ 
ber agencies (Mennonite Central 
Committee, Christian Reformed 
World Relief Committee, and 
United Church Canada) to Su¬ 
dan to prepare a response to the 
crisis. They have been meeting 
with on-the-ground partners to 
determine how assistance can be 
delivered to the area and distrib¬ 
uted to the people who need it 
most. 

North Korea (DPRK) 

A container shipment with 
2,121 tonnes of wheat flour was 
shipped to North Korea this 
past year. The wheat flour was 
combined with other ingredients 
at local food factories to produce 
3,262 tonnes of fortified cereal 
milk blend to feed over 900,000 
children as well as pregnant and 
lactating mothers. Canadian 
Foodgrains Bank programming 
in North Korea has helped im¬ 
prove the nutritional health situ¬

ation and decrease malnutrition. 

Bangladesh 

In northern Bangladesh, 
where a severe tornado left 
countless people homeless and 
without livestock or crops, 
CFGB is providing emergency 
relief to help families survive 
until they can begin to produce 
their own livelihood again. 

The Rosebud Community 
project is in its second year, and 
they did their swathing earlier 
this month. 

“We have volunteers of all 
ages who help make this possi¬ 
ble,” said Jack Feenstra, organ¬ 
izer. “This is a community 
project.” 

The land for this project is do¬ 
nated by Wayne Poffenroth. 

To make a donation to this 
project you can visit the Moun¬ 
tain View Credit Union where 
an account is set up for them. If 
you would like a receipt, you can 
drop a check off at the Didsbury 


Review, and a receipt will be is¬ 
sued to you at a later time. 

The CFGB is unique in its 
structure. It brings together 13 
church agencies, representing 
over 10,000 congregations. 
These agencies each have an ac¬ 
count with the Bank and each 
develop their own programming 
overseas, working with partner 
organizations to distribute the 
food to areas of need. In many of 
the larger projects, however, 
agencies work together to maxi¬ 
mize their resources. 

In addition to the donations 
of Canadians, the Foodgrains 
Bank is greatly supported by the 
Government of Canada. 
Through CIDA (Canadian Inter¬ 
national Development Agency) 
the government provides addi¬ 
tional funds, up to $16 million 
annually, on a 4:1 matching ba¬ 
sis for eligible programs, greatly 
enhancing the value of donations 
and expanding the programs of 


the Canadian Foodgrains Bank. 

What are the results? When 
donated to the Foodgrains 
Bank, $100 feeds a family of 5 
for three months. One tonne of 
grain feeds 2,500 people for a 
day. The proceeds for one mar¬ 
ket steer will supply enough 
tools and seed to help 100 fami¬ 
lies plant a new crop (hoes, ma¬ 
chetes, rakes, watering cans and 
maize, beans, wheat and rice 
seed). 

CFGB has an excellent 
record for delivering the 
food to where it needs to be. 
Over 95% of the grain 
shipped reaches the in¬ 
tended destination. Less 
than 10% of donations are 
used for administration 
costs. 

With the help of Canadians, 
CFGB is able to provide food so 
that thousands of mothers don’t 
have to put their children to bed 
hungry tonight.

Habitat for Humanity breaks ground on first home in Cremona

What once seemed 
like the impossible for 
Priscilla Anthony, a sin¬ 
gle mother to two young 
daughters and currently 
a Didsbury resident, is 
now becoming possible, 
thanks to Habitat for 
Humanity Mountain 
View. 

Anthony and her two 
young children, Tamara, 
15 and Nichole, 5 have 
been selected as the fam¬ 
ily to move into the lo¬ 
cal Habitat for Human¬ 
ity home, and took part 
in the official ground 
breaking ceremonies, 
this past Saturday. 

This will not only be 
the first home that 
Anthony will have the 
opportunity to purchase, 
but it’s also a first for the 
local Habitat for Hu¬ 
manity Mountain View 
chapter as this is their 
first building project. 

Habitat for Humanity 
Mountain View first 
came together approxi¬ 
mately two-and-a-half 
years ago, when it was 
shown that there was 
definitely a need for af¬ 
fordable housing within 
Mountain View County. 

The local chapter 
started moving ahead 
faster than ever once the 
United Church in 
Cremona stepped up to 
the plate and donated the 
first parcel of land for 
this project, just a few 
months ago. 

The local chapter of 
Habitat for Humanity 
works very similar to an 
Elks Club or a Legion, 
where they run inde¬ 
pendently but have 
larger resources to turn 
to called, Habitat for 
Humanity Canada. 

Habitat Canada pro¬ 
vides information, sup¬ 
port, and at times finan¬ 
cial aide to their differ¬ 
ent chapters across the 
Nation. 

“We are all responsi¬ 
ble for our own local 
projects though,” ex¬ 
plained Habitat for Hu¬ 
manity Mountain View 
chairperson, Steve Polvi. 

One of the first things 
Polvi pointed out was 
that these homes are not 
a free-be, and that the 
family selected needs to 
work very hard to earn 


their house, and they 
have to actually pur¬ 
chase the home from 
Habitat. 

‘We offer a hand-up, 
not a handout... The fam¬ 
ily doesn’t get the house 
for free,” Polvi said. 
‘They actually take out 
a mortgage with us, and 
pay it back to us over a 
20 year timeframe.” 

Habitat for Humanity 
is an international or¬ 
ganization seeking to 
eliminate poverty hous¬ 
ing in over 79 countries 
worldwide. 

Habitat for Humanity 
is an independent, non¬ 
profit, ecumenical hous¬ 
ing program dedicated to 
the elimination of pov¬ 
erty housing by building 
homes in partnership 
with families in need. 

The ministry of Habi¬ 
tat is to provide simple, 
decent, affordable hous¬ 
ing to those who would 
not qualify or be able to 
afford a conventional 
mortgage. The Habitat 
program is about home 
ownership, a long-term 
solution designed to 
break the poverty cycle. 

There are 12 families 
in total which applied to 
live in the home in 
Cremona, and each fam¬ 
ily was required to go 
through quite an exten¬ 
sive process. 

‘The person has had 
to have lived within the 
County for at least a 
year, they have to be ca¬ 
pable to pay the no-in- 
terest loan back, as well 
as a few other things. We 
go through quite a proc¬ 
ess in selecting the fam¬ 
ily,” Polvi said. 

The purpose of the 
project, however, is to 
provide a home to a fam¬ 
ily who never would 
have been able to afford 
to purchase a home oth¬ 
erwise. 

“What we do is...they 
pay back their mortgage 
at a zero per cent inter¬ 
est rate, making it af¬ 
fordable,” Polvi added. 

With groundbreaking 
occurring this past 
weekend, Polvi says that 
the local Habitat group 
hopes to begin actual 
construction sometime 
in early September. 

And, how fast the 
house actually goes up, 
all depends on how many 


volunteers step up to the 
plate, Polvi said. 

The local Habitat 
group is still seeking vol¬ 
unteers to step forward 
and help with everything 
possible from the actual 
construction to electri¬ 
cal work to plumbing to 
installing the furnace. 

“We are hoping to get 
more volunteers step¬ 
ping forward in the next 
few weeks,” Polvi said. 

He says that the local 
Habitat for Humanity 
chapter can provide tax 
receipts for cash dona¬ 
tions, of course, but also 
for donations in kind. 

Any costs which can¬ 
not be donated will be 
paid for through money 
that the group has in the 
bank from different 
fund-raising projects 
they have done over the 
past two-and-a-half 
years. 

“We have approxi¬ 
mately $45,000 in the 
bank from different 
fund-raising projects. A 
large portion of that 
came in the form of a 
$30,000 grant from Habi¬ 
tat Canada,” Polvi said. 
“That (grant) really set 
us up for this build.”

Polvi says it’s quite 
exciting to actually be 
moving forward with the 
project, after working 
for two long years on the 
project. 

“For the last two 
years it has all been on 
paper and now we have 
something concrete to 
work on,” he said. “We 
are now in motion and 
that’s exciting.” 

When construction is 
completed the house will 
have cost in the neigh¬ 
bourhood of approxi¬ 
mately $70,000. 

The house will not be 
anything fancy, although it 
will be a home to three peo¬ 
ple that would have never 


had an opportunity to live 
in their own home before. 

“We want to build sim¬ 
ple, affordable housing. By 
controlling how much we 
spend on the project, then 
the more people we can 
open it up to,” Polvi said. 

As one of the require¬ 
ments for this project, as 
Habitat for Humanity 
says they provide a, ‘hand 
up and not a hand out,’ 
the selected family are re¬ 
quired to put in 500 hours 
of their time which are re¬ 
ferred to as, ‘sweat hours.’ 

The family, if they are 
capable, can help with the 
construction of their own 
home or else assist in 
other aspects of the actual 


build. 

With this actual project, 
Polvi says the house will 
probably go up faster than 
future projects, so 
Anthony will probably be 
donating her time in the 
local Habitat’s next build 
spearheaded to take place 
in Sundre. 

For Anthony she says 
she has never felt like this 
and is very excited to be 
moving into her new home 
in the future. 

“To me it felt like I was 
winning the 6/49. It is 
pretty fantastic,” she said. 
“I found out about a week 
before my birthday too, so 
that was just icing to the 
cake.”

Up And Down The Fireman’s Ladder

Having grown up in Alberta, 
and bring used to the weather, I 
have had a great summer. 1 know- 
others that think the weather here 
leaves much to be desired. 

But either way, we must think 
about our fall training schedule. 
First on the list is driver t raining 
in Olds on Sept. 10. 11, 12. The 
instructors are certified through 
the National Academy of Profes¬ 
sional Drivers. They will show the 
students how to safely manoeu¬ 
vre the trucks in various situa¬ 
tions and a little bit faster than 
normal. 

Next, we will be hosting an S 
500 course on Sept. 18, 19, and 
25, 26. This is similar to the old 
Firefighter 3 course. It teaches 
such things as ladder work, ven¬ 
tilation and salvage and overhaul. 

There will also be an air brake 
course in Red Deer in Sept. I don’t 
have any dates at this time. I will 
keep everyone posted on all these 
courses in future columns. 

The first meeting in Sept, is al¬ 
ways election of officers. This is 
always exciting and as always I 
will report the results in the next 
article 

Since last report we have re¬ 
sponded to 19 calls. They were: 
Alarm, no fire 5 
Ambulance assists 5 
Wild land fires 4 
Haz. Mat. 3 MVC’s 2 
There were 6 calls during the 
day, 10 in the evening, and 3 at 
night, for a total of 15.5 hours in 
the field. You will have noticed two 


new categories listed above. These 
tire how S.TAR.S. dispatch clas¬ 
sifies calls. Wild land fire used to 
be a grass or bmsh fire, and MVC 
stands for a motor vehicle colli¬ 
sion. 

From the archives comes this 
piece from the Aug. 4 1909 issue 
of the Pioneer. 

It is quite lengthy so I will just 
give the highlights. Complete with 
the original spelling and punctua¬ 
tion. It is titled The Fire Brigade. 

It has been written “that if a 
thing is worth doing it is worth 
doing well” This quotation applies 
to everything, fire protection in¬ 
cluded. 

The question of painting and 
putting eave troughs on the 
fire hall, brought up at the 
special meeting of the Town 
Council, brought to our minds 
that we had two up-to-date 
chemical fire engines, a new 
fire hall-but no fire brigade. 

.. To get our moneys worth 
out of the engines we must 
have a trained fire brigade. 

If a fire were to break out 
in town, every able bodied 
man would at once rush to 
help and the consequence 
would be that there would be 
so many as to cause confu¬ 
sion to rein, and render the 
engines practically useless. If 
there was a trained brigade 
the men would know there re¬ 
spective positions and duties, 
and would in consequence do 
much more work in less time.

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QUESTION: I have been teaching school for 30 years and 
I am noticing a significant change in the health of my stu¬ 
dents. More of them are overweight, and they just don't get 
enough exercise. I wonder if my observation is accurate, and 
if so, what is causing it. 

DR. DOBSON: You are absolutely correct. A recent medi¬ 
cal study conducted at Columbia Children's Hospital in Ohio 
has confirmed that today's children are heavier and have sig¬ 
nificantly higher cholesterol and triglyceride levels than kids 
did even 15 years ago. One of the researchers. Dr. Hugh Allens, 
said, "Unless these trends change, 30 million of the 80 mil¬ 
lion children alive today in the United States will eventually 
die of heart disease." 

Dr. Allens said, "Kids need to turn off the I'Y get off the 
couch and stop the nincompooping of America." The problem 
is that high-fat junk food has replaced good nutrition. And 
even when healthy foods are consumed, kids are not exercis¬ 
ing the calories off. Between television, carpools, computer 
games and hanging out at the pizza parlor, kids just don't run 
and jump like they used to. 

So Mom and Dad should find activities to do together with 
kids that involve movement -- things like walking and bicy¬ 
cling, playing catch or hiking. They can also get their chil¬ 
dren involved in community or school sports programs, rang¬ 
ing from softball to soccer. 

Children are busy forming habits for a lifetime, so eating 
right and exercising every day will contribute to greater health 
in the future. 

QUESTION: The children in our neighborhood are bratty 
with one another and disrespectful with adults. This upsets 
me, but I don't know what to do about it. I don’t have a right to 
discipline the children of my neighbors, so they get away with 
murder. How can I deal with this? 

DR. DOBSON: Parents in a neighborhood need to learn 
to talk to each other about their kids - although that is diffi¬ 
cult to do! There is no quicker way to anger one mother than 
for another woman to criticize her precious cub. It is a deli¬ 
cate subject, indeed. That's why the typical neighborhood is 
like yours, providing little feedback to parents in regard to 
the behavior of their children. The kids know there are no 
lines of communication between adults, and they take advan¬ 
tage of the barrier. 

What each block needs is a mother who has the courage to 
say to her neighbors: "I want to be told what my child does 
when she is beyond her own yard. If she is a brat with other 
children, I would like to know it. If she is disrespectful with 
adults, please mention it to me. I will not consider it tattling 
and I won't resent your coming to me. I hope I can share my 
insights regarding your children, too. None of our kids is per¬ 
fect, and we’ll know better how to teach them if we can talk 
openly to each other as adults." 

Until this openness exists between parents living nearby, 
the children will create and live by their own rules in the 
neighborhood. 

QUESTION: As a single mother, I’d like to leave my chil¬ 
dren with friends or relatives for a few days and get some time 
for myself, but I'm worried about how this might affect them. 
Will they feel deserted? 

DR. DOBSON: Not only is a brief time away from your 
children not likely to be hurtful, it will probably be healthy 
for them as well. One of the special risks faced by single par¬ 
ents is possibility of a dependency relationship developing that 
will trap their children at an immature stage. This danger is 
increased when wounded people cling to each other exclusively 
for support in stressful times. Spending a reasonable amount 
of time apart can teach independence and give everyone a lit¬ 
tle relief from the routine. 

Therefore, if you have a clean, safe place to leave your chil¬ 
dren for a week or two, by all means, do it. You'll be more re¬ 
freshed and better able to handle your usual "homework" when 
you return.
